Species of the embodiment disclosed in paragraph 0014 (US 
2004/0257621 A1); in particular, the species comprising a computer; and a printer driver 
installed in said computer and storing a computer program product for carrying out an 
image processing method (claim 52). 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species 
recite the mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species 
are not obvious variant of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species 
due to their mutually exclusive characteristics.
